final congressional approval by the 
house. 
The veto was 376 to 9. 
All the nine voting against the bill 
are Republicans.

county detective. 
A peculiar occurrence in connection 
with the campaign 
is 
that David 
Logan, a detective who was employed 
in obtaining evidence against the al­ 
leged quacks, died Monday in the 
Pennsylvania Hospital of pneumonia. 
One of the alleged quacks, for whom 
a w arrant was issued Monday, has an 
elaborate suite of offices in Chestnut 
street near Tenth, and says bv' is a 
disciple of the famous Doctor Lorenz,

no one enter Means’ house that night. 
Fred J. Cox, an attorney of Wades­ 
boro, N. C., then was sworn. 
He 
testified he entered Means’ house at 
7 P. M. on the night of March 31 to 
talk to Means, who, he said, had been 
his friend in college. 
Cox said he had come to see Means 
“about his trouble in New York,” and 
that as he entered the house an au­ 
tomobile was pulling away. 
Means 
told him, Cox said, that the senate 
committee had decided to hold him 
and that the car just 
leaving 
was 
taking his papers into senate cus­ 
tody. 
Travis Hoke, a 
newspaper 
man, 
testified that on the same evening he 
was in the Means house from about 
7 to 7.30 P. M. 
“I learned that Means’ bail in New 
Yolk had been forfeited,” Hoke said. 
-“I wanted to work on his diaries and 
documents. 
He said the Brookhart 
committee had impounded the record 
that very night.”
